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"Therefore  take  un+o  the  armour  of  God,  thaf  you  may  be  able  fo 
resist  in  the  evil  day,  and  to  stand  in  all  things  perfect." 

According  to  the  simple  definition  in  the  catechism,  the  Cardinal  Virtue 
of  Fortitude  "Desposes  us  to  do  what  is  right  in  spite  of  any  difficulty." 
Here  at  Coyle  through  participation  in  extracurricular  activities,  music 
and  sports  and  by  daily  contact  in  the  classrooms  with  members  of  a 
religious  community,  well  disciplined  in  the  moral  virtues,  we  become  in- 
creasingly aware  of  the  importance  of  strong  character,  both  in  our  future 
temporal  existence  and  our  ever-present  spiritual  life.

Affliction  is,  in  the 
hands  of  Divine  Omnipotence,  a  two-edged  sword.  It  wounds  the  rebel- 
lious; it  sanctifies  him  who  is  willing  to  endure.  In  order  to  assist  ourselves 
in  adversity,  we  must  develop  the  virtue  of  fortitude  which  makes  us  im- 
pregnable to  the  forces  of  evil  and  infuses  within  us  a  resolute  endurance 
to  retain  the  moral  excellence. 


In  the  end,  we  will  not  rescind  our  first  resolution;  but  rather  we  will 
exult  in  it.
